Armistice Day falls this year at a time 
ARMISTICE DAY when there are a good many gloomy 

prognostications about the international 
situation. The Naval Limitation Treaty has been ratified by 
the three great naval powers but France and Italy have come 
to no agreement. The situation in the Mediterranean is some- 
what strained. Mussolini passes from belligerent to pacific 
speeches so rapidly that one can only say about him that he 
is a very uncertain quantity. There is unrest in India and 
revolutions are rife once more in South America. The as- 
sembly of the League of Nations met in this somewhat 
gloomy atmosphere and observers seem pretty well agreed 
that it was one of the least satisfactory sessions which that 
great body has held. 


All of which means that the responsibility upon Christian 
people to help to create a different atmosphere grows 
heavier. It is part of the very meaning of Christianity that 
we should not be pessimistic. I do not mean that we should 
not look facts in the face. We ought to, whatever kind of 
disagreeable facts they may be. But after looking them in the 
face Christianity forbids us, no matter how bad they may be, 
to lie down and accept them as they are. It is fundamental 
in our religion that, facing such facts, we see through them to 
the purpose and power of God. Our first business, then, as 
we celebrate Armistice Day is to encourage the spirit of 
confidence that through the help of God the present difficult 
situation may be overcome and the nations continue to go 
forward along the lines which have had such marked suc- 
cess during the years since the war. ; 

Next in order to the Christian attitude toward the whole 
situation I would stress the importance of our helping to 
bring to people a realization of how much has been accom- 
plished during these twelve years. We have the League of 
Nations. We have the World Court. We have the Pact of 
Paris. For only the latter are we as a nation responsible but 
our contribution in that respect is one of the most impor- 
tant that has been made. Practically every nation in the 
world has signed this pact. They have renounced war. They 
have pledged themselves to find pacific means for the settle- 
ment of international disputes. Such achievements as these 
three are very great. They mean that the development of in- 
ternational relations has taken an entirely different direction. 
All that we need to stress. 

But when we present these facts we always find ourselves 
meeting the people who say, “But after all, what do these 
pacts and agreements amount to? No nation will really sub- 
mit to its own interests being in any way hampered and 
man’s unchangeable propensity to fight is bound to show 
itself.” There are thousands of Christian people who live in 
this atmosphere of fear. They don’t trust other nations and 
as one talks with them one finds that they don’t trust very 
many of their neighbors. But only trust can breed trust. 
There is no good American who does not believe that 
America meant business when it accepted the Kellogg Pact. 
There is no one in America who believes that we have preda- 
tory or imperial ambitions. We have no fear about ourselves. 


Our fear is always of the other nation. But if we can trust 
ourselves, why can we not trust Great Britain and France 
and Japan? They have taken the same pledge that we have 
taken. They have taken it with clear understanding of its 
meaning. They all know the futility and horror of war. They 
also know that they would have nothing to gain in fighting us 
or each other. Only trust can breed trust. If we can trust our- 
selves we ought to trust them. If we trust them they will 
trust us. 

And, finally, there is back of all this the question of our 
Christian conviction. In connection with that I emphasize 
again what I have already touched upon in this paper, the 
importance of the resolutions of the Lambeth Conference. 
The bishops agreed that war is incompatible with the teach- 
ing of Christ. They agreed that nations which had pledged 
themselves to a pacific settlement of disputes must be bound 
by their pledge. They agreed that the Church (and, of course, 
that means Christian people) should not countenance any 
war which came about through the violation of such a 
pledge. If the Christian people of the world would take that 
position there would be no more fear of war, or at any rate 
of anything like a major war. It is our business to help to 
bring Christian people to that position. We need to under- 
stand ourselves and to bring others to understand that loyalty 
to Christ and his Kingdom is a higher loyalty than that to the 
nation. We need to get things in right perspective; to see 
God first as He is revealed to us in Christ; to see God’s chil- 
dren as His great family and then to see our corporate life 
as nations with our special cultures and immediate interests 
as parts of and contributing to the life of this great human 
family. With such a vision and a flaming devotion each one 
of us, however small our immediate sphere may be can make 
his or her contribution to the cause of a law-governed world, 
such a world as heralds in some fashion the future Kingdom 
of God. 

The women of the Diocese decided 
THE ALTAR RAIL some time ago to put the altar rail in 

the new Cathedral as a special women’s 
memorial to our dear Bishop Nichols. They wanted all the 
women of the Diocese to have a share in the work and, there- 
fore, set a standard of very small contributions. They did not 
wish to interfere in any way with the Cathedral building 
project or with any other diocesan work and, therefore, 
organized no campaign but personally and quietly passed 
around the word that contributions would be received. 

And the fund, set at $5000, has slowly and steadily grown. 
It is now nearly $3000. They have been promised the last 
$1000 and hope that they may be in a position to claim it 
before the next meeting of the House of Churchwomen. I am 
very glad to pay this tribute to their work, to congratulate 
Mrs. Ainsworth and her fellow laborers on their accomplish- 
ment and to express the hope that their hope may not be 
disappointed.

Has Your Parish Paid Its Pledge? 


On the last page of The Pacific Churchman this issue is a 
graph showing, by months, the portion of pledge paid by 
each parish and mission for the Church’s Program. 

The diocesan average is 62 per cent of total, whereas on 
a one-twelfth, monthly, basis 83.33 per cent or $50,800 should 
have been paid to date, instead of $38,467 as the chart shows. 

Nine parishes and missions have made no payment what- 
ever upon their pledges. One parish has paid only one- 
twelfth and one only one-sixth. Thirty parishes and missions 
have paid only one-half or less of their pledges to date. 
Eleven have paid their full quota but the majority are two 
to four months in arrears. 

A letter headed “Council Alarmed,” signed by the Bishop 
and treasurer, has been sent to all clergy and parish treas- 
urers, urging payment of arrears. It is hoped that next 
month’s graph will show that a quick response has been 
made to the appeal. 


Convocation of San Francisco 


The Convocation of San Francisco held one of its most 
successful meetings in recent years at St. John’s Church, 
Ross, on Thursday, October 16. Perfect weather, an excep- 
tionally fine program and the desire of city folk to get away 
from the noise and bustle for a brief time conspired to make 
the occasion notable in many ways. 

The celebration of Holy Communion in the morning was 
attended by a larger number of communicants than is usually 
the case. Dean Buttrum of Christ Church, Sausalito, was the 
celebrant and was assisted by the Rev. Charles Leachman of 
the Church of Our Saviour, Mill Valley. Following the hon- 
cred custom of many years, the Convocation sermon was 
preached by the Rev. H. I. Oberholtzer, the most recent addi- 
tion to the clergy ranks of the Convocation and rector of St. 
Paul’s Church, San Rafael. Taking as his text the familiar 
words of St. Paul, he urged his hearers to be fellow workers 
with God. He made a masterly and inspiring appeal for the 
true spirit of co-operation with God and one’s fellows which 
must always characterize a vital Christianity. 

Following the Communion service a brief session for the 
reports of committees and organization of the Convocation 
was held. 

Mrs. H. M. Sherman, in her usual delightful and inspiring 
way, led the conference for Church women, immediately 
following luncheon. One wishes that all the women of the 
Diocese, who have not felt the importance of Auxiliary work, 
might come in contact with this leader, who has a way of 
vitalizing this great department of Church activity. 

Miss Avis Harvey, diocesan director of religious educa- 
tion, outlined in a very clear way the changes which have 
been made in the organization of the department. Interesting 
accounts of summer activities concerning Camp Nichols, 
Asilomar, the Young People’s Fellowship Conference, the 
Laymen’s Conference at San Rafael and the Vacation Home 
for Girls were given. Particularly inspiring was the account 
of the Asilomar Summer School, as given by the Rev. Pen- 
rose Hirst, dean. It is not difficult to hope that under his 
leadership this important summer activity may again assume 
a real place in diocesan life. 

The high lights of the afternoon program were the address 
of the Rev. Hugh Gilchrist of Westminster Presbyterian 
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Church, San Francisco, on “Practical Steps Toward Church 
Unity” and Bishop Parsons’ all-too-brief-account of the Lam- 
beth Conference. 

Dr. Gilchrist gave a new angle to the discussion of Chris- 
tian unity in his reference to specific steps which have been 
taken—such as the Lutheran Union in this country, the 
United Church in Canada and the South India Plan. He urged 
the necessity for catholicity of thought and willingness to 
understand the points of view of other communions. 

Because of being unavoidably detained by a previous en- 
gagement Bishop Parsons was able to give only a brief ac- 
cout of the Lambeth Conference. In his delightful and in- 
formal way he helped listeners to see the humanity of the 
high ecclesiastics who made up that great conference. 

Instead of a formal evening service the program arranged 
by the Field Department for the evening was presented at 
the table following dinner. Taking as his theme “The Every 
Member Church,” Archdeacon Porter thrilled the large group 
by his exposition of the meaning of that phrase. He urged 
that each church be an every member praying, working, giv- 
ing, witnessing church. 

Mr. M. E. Hopkins, superintendent of the Seamen’s Insti- 
tute and senior warden of St. John’s, Ross, made some very 
practical suggestions as to the setup and accomplishment of 
the Every Member Canvass. 

Bishop Parsons closed the meeting with a few words of 
inspiration, followed by the blessing. 

Special mention should be made of the dispatch and 
smoothness with which the Convocation moved. An excellent 
luncheon and dinner were served in a most efficient manner 
by a committee of Marin County women, under chairman- 
ship of Mrs. M. E. Hopkins of Ross. Many of the guests par- 
ticularly enjoyed their first visit to the parish buildings of St. 
John’s and the new community house made a most delightful 
setting for the social part of the program. Ninety-one were 
served at luncheon and one hundred and twenty-five at din- 
ner, this making a new record for recent years. 


Fellow Workers with God 


(A sermon preached by the Rev. H. I. Oberholtzer, rector of 
St. Paul’s Church, San Rafael, at the convocations of Oakland 
and San Francisco.) 


Recently I have been studying the Gospel of Jesus Christ 
anew and its expression in the ages since He walked this 
earth trying to see what element in the Gospel was to the 
front when the Church was growing and aggressive. I believe 
I have found it in the modern term “co-operation.” Jesus 
emphasized the fatherhood of God and the brotherhood of 
man the two constituent elements of the family of God. In 
any true family life the members of the family must co-oper- 
ate for the family’s fullest life. The apostles also presented 
the same idea. In the writing of St. Paul we find the recur- 
rent terms “fellow helpers, fellow laborers, fellow workers” 
appearing over and over again. 


In all ages of the Church, when the members co-operated, 
were fellow helpers, fellow laborers, fellow workers and 
conceived of their life in the Church in these terms, the 
Church grew and was aggressive but when individualism 
was rampant, the Church lost its position of leadership in 
the world’s life. Today I wish to consider one of these recur- 
rent expressions and use it as my text, “We then, as fellow- 
workers with Christ, beseech you not to receive the grace of 
God in vain” (II Cor. 6:11.) I wish to divide the text into 
three parts: first, workers; second, workers with God; three, 
fellow workers with God. 


I think we will all agree that Christians are to be work- 
ers in the life of the world, not drones. The very idea of life 
carries the idea of activity rather than sleep, growth rather 
than a static condition, doing as well as being, giving rather 
than receiving. That we are to be workers, all will agree. 
But along what lines? Everybody is busy about something 
though many seem to be busy trying to find something to 
put them to sleep, to stifle their consciences, seeking some 
form of spiritual narcotic rather than seeking something to 
rouse and stimulate and enhance their spiritual life. Of 
course, that is not the case with us. We want to be workers, 
to be contributors to the world’s life, to be doing something 
really worth while. St. Paul tells us how to accomplish this. 
He says, “Be workers with God.” Yes, that is it. We need to 
be working with God, to be sharing God’s work, to be 
building up God’s Kingdom upon earth. We will all agree to 


this. We all know that we must work with God if our lives 
are to reach their fullness physically, mentally or spiritually. 
So far so good. 

To be workers with God, we must know what God’s will 
is. That is of prime importance. What is God’s will for man? 
What is God’s will or purpose for which the world is groan- 
ing and travailing in pain together until now? What is God’s 
will for me as an individual? These are some of the ques- 
tions we must answer if we are to be workers with God. 

Herein lies the difference between s'aves and free men. A 
slave is assigned a certain task and does it well or ill, will- 
ingly or unwillingly, but he does not know the mind of his 
master or see wherein his work plays a part in the master’s 
plan. Much of our modern industrialism is sheer slavery. But 
the free man shares the master’s mind and the master’s plan 
and feels his labor is furthering some worth-while design. 


Now, of course, God intends us to be free men not s'aves, 
sons not bond servants. Therefore, He sent His Son to reveal 
His plan for mankind and to call us to be workers, not 
slaves; to be His friends, in His plan for the upbuilding of 
the Kingdom of Heaven among men upon earth. So, then. our 
first task is to study the plan of God for man, to meditate 
upon it, in imagination to see the finished product and then 
to get busy helping to accomplish it. Yet many of us are en- 
tirely too busy upon our own little life plans to even con- 
sider God’s plan. We get the idea that we want money or 
lands or some other material things and we sell our souls 
and minds to such transient trifles that pass as a cloud in 
the rise or fall of the stock market or crumble before the 
advance of some stronger man’s plan. Some seek some sleep- 
ing powder like sensual pleasure or excitement that dulls 
the senses and blinds us to greater things. 

Now God gave us minds and hearts to use for Him, to be 
used with Him, and we squander them like Esau for a mess 
of pottage. What we need is to be religiously educated—not 


only our children but every one of us; to seek more and 


more io know the will of God and more and more to co- 
operate with the will of God; to be workers with God. This 
Convocation, if it is to be worth while, must show us how 
better to the workers with God and create within us the 
desire to be better workers with God. 

That is not all. A crowd of well trained people, all of 
whom know the ultimate plan of the Master and all of 
whom are willing and anxious to share in its accomplish- 
ment, is no! enough. A mob, however well trained and con- 
secrated the individuals, is still a mob and well-nigh use- 
less. The mob must be organized, each individual must find 
his place as a co-operative unit in the group. In other words, 
all must become fellow workers—workers together. All must 
realize that what many isolated individuals can not do 
these co-ordinated individuals may accomplish. 

So in the Kingdom of God, the family of God, we must 
seek to become “fellow helpers, fellow workers, fellow labor- 


_ers;” not only workers with God but workers together with 


God. 

Perhaps this is one of the hardest things for humans to 
do. We want to work with God but we find it hard to work 
with one another. 

As soon as humans begin to associate for a common pur- 
pose we find them “reasoning among themselves which of 
them should be the greatest.” So we see God’s man clashing 
with God’s man; Christian worker with Christian worker. 
It is easy to work with God if we can work alone but that 
can not be. We are compelled to be related to others and a 
true Christian is one who can get along with others in the 
spirit of Jesus. The reason we can not get along well with 
others is because we each want to govern (the pagan ideal) 
instead of serving (the Christian ideal.) Note Matthew 20: 
25-28, where Jesus shows us that the real way to greatness is 
by greatly giving. In the Apostolic Church the order as 
given in I Corinthians 12:28 puts administrators or rulers 
nearly last, after helpers. Among us we are likely to want 
to be rulers, at the top of the world’s order; among true 
Christians serving is at the top and governing at the bottom. 
The world’s order is wrong. Therefore, we are full of jeal- 
ousies. We clash and divide and the Kingdom of God suffers. 
If we can not be chief we won’t play the game. How childish 
this all is and how un-Christlike. 

Again, when workers begin to co-operate we often see one 
group of workers clash with another group. When Christ 
gathered together a band of disciples, workers, soon they be- 
gan to be jealous of others. “Master we saw one casting out 
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devils in Thy name and we forbade him because he follow- 
eth not with us,” said John. He loved Jesus but he couldn’t 
bear to see others loving and serving Jesus who did not see 
eye to eye with himself. 


So we see self-assertion in the individual; also in the 


group. A group may quarrel among themselves but they are 
often ready to assert their claims against another group. In 
modern terms, groups become denominationally or parochial- 
ly minded. One group is willing to let the plan of God suffer 
unless they can carry it out in their own way. We see this 
weakness in all our Christian work. Denominations take a 
“better-than-thou” attitude toward other groups; so with par- 
ishes. Unless everything will go our way we just won’t play. 
How childish this all is. Surely the Kingdom of God is bigger 
than any one group; surely there is work enough for all 
groups; surely the task is big enough for all to join hands 
and co-operate. And as we do, we will find that we are all 
nearer to the Kingdom of God than we imagined. 


Individuals or groups are never so small as when they 
try to seem big; never so impotent as when they try to exer- 
cise lordship over others. Jesus sent His disciples to prepare 
for His coming in the cities of the Samaritans. The Samari- 
tans would not receive them. This made the Jewish nature of 
John to flare up and he asked Jesus to call down fire from 
heaven to consume them. Here we see race self-assertion 
cropping out. Such self-assertion of race toward race, nation 
toward nation, creates tension which breaks forth periodi- 
cally into war—which by its spirit, methods and outlook is 
the most un-Christian thing we know. 


John thought he was showing national patriotism. Rather 
he was showing himself and his nation ridiculous. John and 
his nation were never so small as when by bluster they were 
trying to be big. What race is the greatest? What nation is 
the greatest? When we try to decide this by argument or 
war we show our own littleness, show that the spirit of 
or ve is not active within us and so we hinder the Kingdom 

When the spirit of Christ animates us, then all this self- 
assertion of individuals, groups, nations, races fades away. 
It can not live in the same heart with Jesus Christ. Paul 
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cried out against all these divisive elements when he wrote 
to the Corinthians (I.quote from Moffat): “Brothers, for the 
sake of our Lord Jesus Christ I beg of you all to drop these 
party cries. There must be no cliques among you. You must 
regain your common temper and attitude. Has Christ been 
parceled out?” 


Dear friends, I believe such meetings as this and others 
between individuals, parishes, denominations, races and na- 
tions have a value of vastly more importance than all the 
speeches delivered, the plans made or the decisions reached. 
It is the co-operative spirit that should and does develop 
from our close association. Stanley Jones tells us that in 
India, “as the wedding procession goes through the streets 
at night, torch-bearers will hold up their torches so that the 
bridegroom, seated on his bedecked horse, is illuminated.” 
So we must each bear a torch, be a witness casting our light 
upon the person of Jesus Christ. He must be central in our 
every thought, word and deed and we become lost sight of 
as we glorify Him. 


Distracted by our individualities, our group consciousness, 
our parochial and denominational differences, our racial and 
national antipathies, there is one place where we may be- 
come one family—around the person of Jesus Christ. As we 
lift Him up and realize our oneness in Him, we more and 
more realize that we are fellow-workers with Him and we 
become more and more workers together with Him and we 
sink all our personal differences, group animosities, racial 
and national antipathies into our common task of develop- 
ing the family of God and making the Kingdom of Heaven a 
reality upon this earth. So “We then, as fellow-workers with 
Christ, beseech you not to receive the grace of God in vain.” 


Notable Endowment Program Achievement 


As a result of an endeavor to obtain an endowment of 
£100,000 the Centennial Endowment Committee of Bethseda 
Church, Saratoga Springs, New York, has announced that the 
objective has been over-subscribed by nearly $5000. The en- 
tire fund was raised withi a period of ten days, following a 
preparatory period of several weeks. The program was or- 
ganized and managed by the Church Life Insurance Corpo- 
ration, a subsidiary of the Church Pension Fund. 


Through an arrangement between the vesty of Bethseda 
Church and the corporation, subscriptions were made upon 
an insurance basis, by which method subscribers were asked 
to make annual payments amounting to only 6 per cent of 
the principal sum they subscribed, over a maximum period 
of fifteen years. “In this manner,” said the Rev. Irving G. 
Rouillard, “donors could give substantial sums without bur- 
dening themselves with large payments or cash contribu- 
tions. By no other method could such a striking result have 
been achieved.” 


Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt, George Foster Peabody, 
Hiram C. Todd and other prominent churchmen were asso- 
ciated with the Centennial Endowment Committee of promi- 
nent Saratogians who are members of the parish. 


The Church Life Insurance Corporation is making prep- 
arations to carry on an endowment program for the Church 
of the Holy Trinity, Brooklyn, for the sum of $375,000. The 
facilities of the corporation, which has its offices at 14 Wall 


street, New York, are available to dioceses and parishes with- 
out cost.

The Archdeacon recently met with the vestry of St. 
Francis Church at the third annual dinner and had a de- 
lightful time. Plans are under way for the erection of a new 
unit in order to house the overflow of new children to the 
Church School. St. Francis has an enrollment of 485 chil- 
dren. In addition to the good work that the Rev. Carel 
Hulsewe is doing in this regard he has a group of 92 boys, 
between the ages of nine and twelve, in the organization

known as the Wolf Cubs. This group has just been charteeed 
under the new program of the Boy Scouts of America and is 
the first official unit. Mr. Hulsewe has been appointed as a 
member of the San Francisco executive council of the Boy 
Scout organization (Wolf Cub Section.) St. Francis also has 
two Girl Scout groups, totaling 85 members, under the lead- 
ersip of Mrs. Hulsewe. The latter recently was elected presi- 
dent of the San Francisco Girl Scout Leaders Association. 


Rev. B. H. Terasawa, who has been assisting Father Saku- 
rai at our Japanese Mission in San Francisco, has in addition 
to this work been invited to act as the pastor of a group of 
Japanese in San Mateo. He goes to them every Sunday eve- 
ning and conducts service with an average congregation of 
25 to 40. They are of all denominations, including several 
who have been confirmed in our Church. There is also a 
group of 20 or more young people, while in the vicinity 
there are some 600 Japanese. We wish Mr. Terasawa every 
success and blessing in this work. 


On Wednesday, October 1, the Archdeacon visited the Con- 
vocation of Sonoma in the Diocese of Sacramento, at St. 
Mary’s Church, Napa, and had a delightful time. There was a 
large congregation present. Dean Egbert B. Clark, an alumnus 
of. our Church Divinity School, presided. The Archdeacon 


some shepherding. The small Church School of 25 or 30 
gave a talk on “The Challenge to the Laity” at luncheon. 
Then in the afternoon he made an address on religious edu- 
cation and at the request of those present told of our mis- 
sionary work in the Diocese of California. Bishop Moreland 
of Sacramento, in his inimitable way, gave a colorful descrip- 
tion of the Lambeth Conference. Sacramento is making con- 
siderable progress and they are getting a fine corps of clergy- 


men, many of whom are graduates of our own Divinity 
School. 

Visited, with Mrs. Porter, St. Margaret’s School for Chris- 
tian Service, Berkeley. The school is beautifully located on 
Scenic way, just a block from the new Divinity School build- 
ing and with a glorious view of San Francisco Bay and the 
surrounding community. The new building is a splendid 
achievement and is the result of Dean Newell’s fine vision of 
what the school can mean in the life of the Church. She has 
gathered about her a corps of consecrated, capable instruc- 
tors and a group of charming girls from not only our own 
Diocese but also from the East, Los Angeles, Texas and 
Mexico. We had dinner with the entire group, after which a 
simple service was held in the beautiful little chapel. This 
was taken by Dean Newell, the Archdeacon giving the ad- 
dress. An enjoyable social hour followed, around the open 
fire. To reach the Deaconess Training School from San Fran- 
cisco take Southern Pacific or Key Route ferry and train to 
Berkeley Station. Then take a No. 4 car to Euclid and Hearst 
avenue, walk back a block to Scenic way and the school is 
the first house next to the corner, number 1820. 


The Convocation of Sacramento met at St. Stephen’s Church, 
Colusa, which is under the care of the Rev. Edward Free- 
land, rector of Marysville and formerly of Flagstaff, Arizona. 
The Archdeacon had been especially invited to give a couple 
of inspirational addresses. He stayed the night with Dean 
Chester at Woodland and saw evidences of the good work 
the dean has accomplished in the erection of an attractive 
parish house and new rectory. The dean is an alumnus of 
our own Church Divinity School and is doing credit to his 
alma mater. At Colusa there was a fine, representative gath- 
ering and reports of missionary work in the Diocese of Sac- 
ramento were very encouraging. 


St. Luke’s Mission, Jolon, in the Rev. Charles Thackeray’s 
large district, has just been renovated and re-roofed. The 
Roman Catholics, to whom we loan the building for services, 
have paid for the cost of the painting. 


On Monday, October 13, the Archdeacon visited St. Mark’s 
Mission, King City, spoke to the Guild in the afternoon, con- 
ducted an evening service and conferred with the people re- 
garding the future of the mission. It is planned to send a 
clergyman twice a month for a Sunday morning service, 
other services being taken by Deaconess Thayer or a lay 
reader. Deaconess Thayer is at present stationed at King 
City and she is doing the visiting and helping in the Sunday 
School. Her services are deeply appreciated and she is en- 
dearing herself to the entire community. The people of St. 
Mark’s have done remarkably well during the past six years, 
for they have built and paid for in full a fine parish house 
costing in the neighborhood of $6500. They have repainted 
the Church building, beautified the grounds, paid regularly 
their pledge for Church services and are now paying off an 
indebtedness of $1600 for street improvements. The Church 
School has an enrollment of 35, with an almost perfect at- 
tendance the average being 33. They feel the need of a resi- 
dent clergyman who might, in addition to King City, shep- 
herd Jolon and San Ardo. 

All Saints, Elmhurst, was visited on Sunday evening, Octo- 
ber 12, and after the service a conference was held with the 
members of the mission. The Church has had many discour- 
agements but the little band of loyal adherents are optimistic 
for the future, provided they are given regular services and 
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children is cared for by Miss Gillmor and Mr. W. S. Clarke, 
lay reader from Hayward. Beginning Sunday evening, No- 
vember 2, at 7:30 o’clock, the Rev. A. L. Mitchell of St. 
Andrew’s Church, Oakland, will take Sunday evening serv- 
ices until the end of the year. All Saints recently suffered a 
loss in the death of Miss Grace Hunt, a lovely young girl and 
the only daughter of the treasurer of the mission. Our heart- 
felt sympathy goes to her fond parents. May comfort and 
consolation be theirs and may light perpetual shine upon 
their dear one. 

The Archdeacon recently held a conference with the peo- 
ple of Trinity Mission, Hayward, which is temporarily with- 
out a vicar. Until a clergyman is appointed, arrangements 
for the services are being made by the Archdeacon, with 
the co-operation of the three faithful lay readers of the par- 
ish—Messrs. W. S. Clarke, Ralph Ward and Hayden Davies. 
Visiting clergymen include the Rev. Lloyd Thomas of Trin- 
ity, Oakland, and the Rev. W. J. Attwood, vicar of St. James 
Church, Centerville. The services of these gentlemen were a 
source of help and encouragement and were deeply appre- 
ciated by all. Trinity, Hayward, is in the center of a quickly- 
developing territory. Our Church has 113 communicants and 
an enrollment of 72 in the Sunday School. Under the right 
leadership the work should become a parish. 

The Convocation of San Jose had a particularly happy 
time at All Saints Church, Carmel, on Tuesday and Wednes- 
day, October 14 and 15. The attractive surroundings, the 
gracious hospitality of the Rev. Mr. and Mrs. Chinn and 
their loyal people, the excellent program and the large at- 
tendance all helped to make the occasion a noteworthy one. 
The Rev. Theo. Bell, rector of San Luis Obispo, gave an ex- 
cellent sermon at the opening service and we hope this will 
soon be published in The Pacific Churchman. In the after- 
noon the Rev. Mark Rifenbark of Trinity Church, San Jose, 
and Mrs. J. W. Mitchell of All Saints, Palo Alto, gave beauti- 
ful and vivid descriptions of the Passion Play at Oberamer- 
gau. The Bishop told of the Lambeth Conference and this 
was enjoyed by an audience that filled All Saints to over- 
flowing. The Rev. Oscar F. Green gave a delightful address 
on “Robert Browning, Religious Leader.” His talk was fol- 
lowed by a short reading from Browning by the mayor of 
Carmel, Mr. Herbert Heron. At the evening dinner the dio- 
cesan Field Department was in charge of the program, Mr. 
Walter Trinkler of San Jose and the Archdeacon being the 
special speakers. The next morning, Wednesday, October 15, 
the Rev. Allan W. Geddes, the new rector of All Saints 
Church, Watsonville, gave a very helpful meditation on “The 
Spirit of Wonder.” All present regretted the unavoidable 
absence of Dean Brewer, who was detained in Burlingame 
on account of a funeral. 

The Archdeacon was unable to attend the other two Con- 
vocations, with the exception of the evening dinners, but 
understands both were well attended. The Convocation of 
Oakland (the Rev. W. H. Battershill, dean) met at Christ 
Church, Alameda, for the day sessions and for the evening 
at St. Paul’s Church, Oakland. The Convocation of San Fran- 
cisco (the Rev. H. St. George Buttrum, dean) met at St. John’s 
Church, Ross. 

It is with sincere regret that we learn of the resignation 
of the Rev. John Barrett, rector of St. John’s Church, Oak- 
land. During the ten years he has been at St. John’s, Father 
Barrett has done a remarkable piece of work. In the face of 
obstacles and difficulties innumerable’ he has carried on his 
parish activities and has had an effective ministry among the 
poor and unfortunate of the district in which St. John’s is 
located. Father Barrett has gained the esteem and affection 
not only of his own people but of many friends throughout 
the Diocese. While at present his plan is to develop his ranch 
in El Dorado County, near Placerville, and spend much of 
his time in the work of missioner, lecturer and writer, we 


hope that the way will open for his again taking active work 
in the Diocese of California. 


On Sunday, October 19, the Archdeacon visited St. Mark’s, 
Crockett, and Grace Church, Martinez. He arrived at Crockett 
at 9:22 and was taken by the warden, Mr. Maxfield, to visit 
the little Church School of some 20 children, mostly boys. 
This school has almost perfect attendance and this speaks 


well for the good work of Mrs. Maxfield, the superintendent, 
and her three efficient co-workers. The school meets in a 
vacant cottage kindly loaned for the purpose by Mr. Max- 
field and overlooks the beautiful Carquinez Straits. After 
speaking to the children the Archdeacon journeyed on for 
morning service at Grace Church, Martinez, where he found 
a large congregation and a vested choir of 20 voices. The 
service was very hearty and the choristers deserve high 
commendation for their good work. After service, lunch was 
enjoyed with the vicar and his family, the Rev. and Mrs. A. 
C. Silverlight and little Helen and Master John. Later in the 
afternoon a conference was held with the vestry and plans 
outlined for the annual Every Member Canvass. At 5:00 
o’clock we drove over the hill road skirting the straits to 
Crockett for dinner at the attractive home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Tripp. Evening service at St. Mark’s Mission was at 7:30 
o’clock, with a congregation that crowded the Legion Memo- 
rial Hall where services are held. It was a red letter occa- 
sion, for a vested choir of 16 voices made its first appear- 
ance and sang remarkably well. Mr. Arthur Andrewson of the 
local high school assisted Mr. Silverlight as lay reader and 
the Archdeacon preached. In the congregation were delega- 
tions from St. David’s, Pittsburg, and St. Paul’s, Walnut 
Creek. After the service a delightful social time was enjoyed. 
Refreshments were provided by the Men’s Club and served 
by the Ladies Guild. The mission has an exceptionally fine 
vestry, a loyal Guild and a congregation who hold Mr. and 
Mrs. Silverlight in the highest esteem and affection. 


At our True Sunshine Mission, San Francisco, the day 
school has increased in attendance to 128, while there are 
50 in the night school. This is another evidence of the good 
work being done by the Rev. Mr. Wu. The Methodists, Bap- 
tists and Congregationalists have a united day school of 176 


and a night school of only 30 and they spend about twice as 
much as we do. 


St. Paul’s Church, Burlingame, has completed its Every 
Member Canvass for 1931 and has gained $3000 in new 
pledges. This is the result of careful preparation and of the 


fine spiritual leadership of the Rev. Herald Gardner, rector, 
and of the Rev. Dr. W. A. Brewer, rector emeritus. 


The children of the primary department of Grace Cathe- 
dral Church School have sent a check for $10 toward the 
building fund of St. Cyprian’s (colored) Mission, San Fran- 
cisco. This is deeply appreciated by our colored communi- 
cants. It is by such loving thoughtfulness that the mission 
work is encouraged and strengthened. 


A parish conference was held at St. Luke’s, Los Gatos, on 
the evening of October 3. Plans for the Church’s welfare were 
discussed, questions were answered and the Church’s Pro- 
gram and Every Member Canvass explained. Then on Sun- 
day, October 26, with Mrs. Porter and Noel, Junior, the Arch- 
deacon paid another visit, staying overnight in the hos- 
pitable home of Mrs. F. Cleveland. At the early celebration 
of the Holy Eucharist a number of boys were present from 
the Montezuma School. At 9:00 a. m. a service was held at 
Saratoga in the Federated Church. Returning to Los Gatos a 
vestry meeting took place at 10:30 o’clock. At the 11:00 
o’clock service the church was well filled, including a large 
number of men. Two beautiful brass candelabra were dedi- 
cated in loving memory of the late Mrs. Annie K. Jones. 
Luncheon was enjoyed at the home of Dr. and Mrs. Gober. 
Dr. Gober is the senior warden. He is a rare character. For 
45 years he has lived in Los Gatos and has been a general 
practitioner, with a practice extending far into the Santa 
Cruz Mountains. He is an ideal type of the old family phy- 
sician, kindly and true, and can tell many intensely inter- 


esting tales of his experiences in the early days of Cali- 
fornia. 


The visit of the Rt. Rev. Logan H. Roots, D. D., Bishop of 
Hankow, China, to our Diocese was a source of great in- 
spiration to all who were privileged to hear him. He is not 
only a distinguished statesman-bishop who knows his sub- 
ject thoroughly but, what is more important, is a man who 
impresses one as walking close to God. His message to the 
clergy of San Francisco and the East Bay district and his 
address to the audience of 140 representative Church people 
who met to do him honor at dinner at the Fairmont Hotel,

Of particular interest was a gift received from the Rt. Rev. 
Gouverneur Frank Mosher, Bishop of the Missionary District 
of the Philippine Islands, accompanied by a letter addressed 
to Mrs. Ainsworth in which the Bishop pays tribute to Bishop 
Nichols as follows: “When I entered the Divinity School in 
1892 I had never heard that the Church had missionary work 
anywhere. In October, Bishop Nichols on his way back from 
General Convention came to visit Bishop Williams and he 
spoke to us in the seminary chapel. In 1904, when I was sent 
back to the United States from China on my first furlough, I 
reminded Bishop Nichols of that address and told him that 
it was the thing that planted the missionary seed in my mind 
and had been the means of showing me the missionary call. 
Naturally, I felt gratitude to him and he seemed pleased that 
words spoken twelve years before had borne fruit of which 
he had never guessed. He mentions the matter in his book of 
travels around the world. He was such a grand man, such a 
unique example of balanced spirituality and administrative 
powers that one always feels how much the Church owes to 
him for the spirit of the Diocese of California. I can recall 
no one anywhere who was exactly like him in that rare com- 
bination. I wish I had the whole $5000 you require and could 
put in that altar rail for Mrs. Mosher and me but I can’t do 
that and so I do what I can and I write this explanation to 
let you know why I think it worth while to send this small 
check across the Pacific.”

RECEPTION TO BISHOP AND MRS. PARSONS 


Guests and members of the Diocesan Branch of the 
Womans Auxiliary crowded the Cathedral Chapter House on 
Taylor street, San Francisco, Thursday afternoon, October 2, 
when a reception was held to welcome Bishop and Mrs. Par- 
sons after their sojourn in Europe. The guests were received 
by Mrs. H. H. Sherman, president of the Auxiliary, and a 
group of officers. Tea was served after an address by the 
Bishop in which he gave interesting glimpses of the discus- 
sions and pronouncements of the Lambeth Conference, with 
delightful personal reminiscences of his travels. 


Preceding the reception a brief business meeting was held, 
at which Mrs. Sherman presided. Mrs. D. C. Fessenden of the 
Supply Department gave a report of her work and plans for 
the future, including the filling of missionary boxes during 
Lent, which requires not only personal labor and donations 
of articles to complete the boxes but gifts of money as well. 
She made a special plea for advance gifts to send clothing 
and blankets to Bontoc, in the Philippines, which, contrary 
to general belief, is so cold in winter that missionaries are 
pleading for coverings for their charges before the arrival of 
the Lenten boxes. Trinity Auxiliary “A” Branch—through 
its president, Mrs. W. V. H. Rose—pledged $10 for the Bontoc 
blankets. 


A brief report was made of the annual United Thank Offer- 
ing, held in San Jose this year. The fact was stressed that if 
the offering from this Diocese is to equal that made at the 
last Triennial Convention nearly $5000 must be raised dur- 
ing the coming year among the Auxiliaries.

PACIFIC STATES CAMPS

One of the best training camps for boys we have ever con- 
ducted was completed at Camp Nichols June 29. We had 
fifty-three younger boys, twenty-seven older boys and ten 
leaders—making a camp of ninety, rather an ideal number. 
The camp was divided into six chapters of younger boys and 
four chapters of older boys—ten chapters in tents, with good 
leaders. The real success of the camp was due to the splen- 
did leadership of our men and older boys, our fine camp 
mother and good chef. 


Father Forbes, as associate director, gave us spiritual 
power in his little chapel every morning and as camp phy- 
sician gave all of us very detailed and loving care, sending 
us home stronger spiritually and physically than on our ar- 
rival at camp. 


Rev. C. J. Hulsewe, rector of St. Francis Church, San 
Francisco, chaplain of our older boys, surely understands 
youths. Many boys told the writer how much they benefited 
from Mr. Hulsewe’s training in vespers, his conferences and 
genial friendship in story and play. 


Rev. Fred H. Avery, assistant at St. Paul’s Church, Oak- 
land, chaplain of the younger boys, completely won his 
charges. He gave the boys a great contribution in daily direc- 
tion in vespers, conferences and sports. 


Rev. D. T. Gillmor, Church of Incarnation, San Francisco, 
as camp counsellor, was again a tower of strength in confer- 
ences, dining hall, campfire, sports and everything. Mrs. 
Gillmor, camp mother, did everything from sewing on chev- 
rons, camp emblems, darning and so forth to taking care of 
the younger homesick ones. We can not thank here too much 
for the cheer her gracious personality and happy smile cast 
over the whole camp. Then too, she brought us that little ray 
of sunshine called “Nonie.” 

Mr. Fred T. Foster, St. Barnabas Mission, San Francisco, 
carries on as chairman of Camp Nichols throughout the 
year—supervising the property, obtaining funds to pay off 
the mortgage, improvements of camp and a hundred other 
matters—in addition to camp manager during the camping 
period, buyng and supplying all of the food to the chef. The 
fine Christian spirit and efficiency with which Mr. Foster 
accomplishes all these things can not be equaled and the 
writer wishes to thank him personally in the name of the 
national Brotherhood of St. Andrew. The Diocese of Califor- 
nia is indeed fortunate in having a man like Mr. Foster, in- 
terested in boys, as well as St. Barnabas Mission and all of 
the other diocesan matters in which he is a force. 

Jack Dwyer, Church of Incarnation, as our athletic direc- 
tor, bugler and general “pusher-up,” brought joy to the hearts 
of all the boys in his youthful enthusiasm and unique ways 
of doing things. 

Andrew Colombo and his assistants again gave us the best 


food and variety possible to get in any camp or hotel. Andre’s 
genial and patient personality is not only a great joy to the 
boys but also to the heart of the camp director. 


Jack Nichols, as counsellor and assistant athletic director, 
was a power for good in example and happy leadership 
among our boys. We wish also to thank our fine group lead- 
ers—Marshall Oliver, St. James, San Francisco; Dave Gillmor, 
Incarnation, San Francisco; William Tassett, Advent, San 
Francisco; Duke Blanford, Incarnation, San Francisco; Ed 
Proll, Jack Donnellan, William Montgomery and Billy Sea- 
vers, all of Grace Cathedral, San Francisco. Their good 
sportsmanship helped to carry on the whole camp of eighty 
boys with success. 


OUTLINE OF PLAN FOR “FAITH AND YOUTH” CHURCH 
PROGRAM FOR OLDER BOYS, NOVEMBER 23-30 


The boys of today constitute the greatest potential force 
in present-day religion. That this force may be harnessed to 
the task of spreading the Kingdom and training future lead- 
ership for the Church this program has been prepared and 
is offered to the leaders of youth throughout the Church. Its 
purpose is to increase the number of truly consecrated boys 
and young men in the Church and enlist them in active serv- 
ice for the spread of Christ’s Kingdom among their fellows. 
It also endeavors to interpret to the men and women of the 
Episcopal Church something of the inner aspirations and 
desires of the youth of today. A further purpose is to help 
the Church vision her responsjbility and her opportunity 
with youth. 


The plan is sufficiently flexible to be adjusted to the needs 
either of a parochial group or an inter-parochial group and 
the meetings called for may be held either in the afternoon 
or evening as local conditions may determine. While no age- 
limit is set, it is planned especially for boys of high school 
and junior college age. It is especially important to remem- 
ber that success does not depend upon numbers and that this 
plan can be used with a small group of five or six boys as 
= as with fifty or sixty, by making slight modifications in 

etails. 


A statement of objectives includes: First, to achieve Chris- 
tian character through Christian education (a) by this pro- 
gram;(b) by Bible classes; (c) by junior Brotherhood chap- 
ters. Second, to discover God through the riches of worship. 
Third, to develop in the Church a sense of the importance of 
youth, that boys may be integrated into the life of the Church 
through having real responsibilities assigned them. Fourth, 
to train youth for the exercise of Christian leadership and 
suggest definite opportunities to them. Fifth, to give youth a 
sense of the validity of the Christian religion as a motivating 


force in all the areas of human experience. Sixth, to inspire 


youth to lead a new life through seeking God’s purpose in 
life and then co-operating in that purpose. 


The program includes seven meetings of boys of approxi- 
mately high school and junior college age, held either in 
the afternoon or in the evening and for either parochial 
groups or inter-parochial groups. At each meeting there 
would be a brief address by the leader (either the rector or 
some one appointed by him because of especial fitness to 
carry out the Faith and Youth Program.) This would be pre- 
ceded by a special service of worship relating to the theme 
for the day. Booklet No. 3, “Worship Services for the Faith 
and Youth Program,” gives these services in full and should 
be in the hands of each one present. Booklet No. 4, “Ad- 
dresses for Use in Faith and Youth Program,” gives the ma- 
terial for the seven addresses, the topics for which are as 
follows: “We Would Learn How to Struggle and Win” (char- 
acter-building through overcoming temptations.) “We Would 
Know God.” “We Would Seek Christ.” ‘We Would Follow 
the Chart” (Bible study.) “We Would Learn How to Pray 
Vitally.” “We Would Win Others to Our Fellowship” (the 
Church.) “We Would Go Forward.” 


This program is issued by the National Council of the 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew. It will be used during the week 
preceding the nation-wide Corporate Communion of Men 
and. Boys on the first Sunday of Advent, which will consti- 
tute the climax and culmination of the program. The topics 
for the seven meetings are planned to lead up to this observ- 
ance. The program may be used by any parish, whether or 
not it has a chapter of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew but 
parishes having such chapters will find them of great help.

Abbot, beloved president, who at the meeting six months 
previous had tendered her resignation, effective in October. 
No greater tribute could be paid her than the absolute silence 
that followed reading of the resignation. It was a far greater 
testimony of sorrow than any spoken word. Again this letter 
had to be read at the meeting and no one could make the 
motion that it be accepted, until Miss Wiggins, her friend of 
many years standing, knowing how necessary it was that 
Mrs. Abbot be relieved of responsibilities, moved that it be 
accepted with regret. Mrs. Gamage seconded the motion. 


Before leaving the chair the president made a kindly sug- 
gestion that the Daughters give $300 to St. Margaret’s House 
to furnish a room to be called “The Daughters of the King 
Room.” This was immediately acted upon. Deaconess Newell 


was much pleased with the donation and thanked the 
assembly. 


Dr. Christiansen, first vice-president, then took the chair. 
A resolution was passed that a new office—honorary presi- 
dent—be created and by a rising vote those present ex- 
pressed love and respect for Mrs. Abbot and elected her to 
the newly-created office. 

Mrs. Abbot again took the chair and Mrs. Wilson, who is

filled so ably these many years., This I now do, with mingled 
feelings of pleasure and sadness—the pleasure of speaking a 
word of appreciation and commendation, saddened by the 
thought that as the golden moments of the stream of life 
glided past they left their inevitable warning: ‘Thus far shalt 
thou go.’ We deeply appreciate the many years of unfailing 
interest you have devoted to the development of our order 
for we realize that with expanding vision new vistas opened 
up, ever showing us new opportunities of loving, loyal serv- 
ice to our King. Many a Daughter has gone from an assembly 
meeting with enlarged vision and glowing heart as she 
glimpsed possibilities of greater service ‘for His sake.’ You 
are enshrined in the hearts of a host of self-supporting girls 
who found rest and comfort in their all-too-short luncheon 
hour in that hospitable rest room which came into being 
through your efforts. Many an alone one took up her burden 
of life with renewed courage when she found that somebody 


cared. That beautiful work, as also the shorter-lived Business 
Women’s Inn, will ever be held in our memory as a visible 
token of your kindly interest in the welfare of our less 
favored sisters. Yours is a life of practical Christianity—no 
chasing of illusions but the finding of some pressing need 
and then the making of every effort to supply that need. 
After leading busy, earnest lives the time has come to ome 
of us, which will come to others sooner or later, when we 
feel that force of the prophetic words in Holy Writ, ‘Their 
strength is to sit still.” And perchance we may have to sit 
with folded hands and see with what grace we may our be- 
loved work taken up by younger and more vigorous ones. 
But as some one has said, ‘A man may do more good on his 
knees than on his feet.’ This is a comforting thought when 
time calls a halt on active service. Your interest, though per- 
haps less active, will never fail us. Your thoughts and your 
prayers will ever be for the well-being of our beloved order. 
We are sure of that. And now, as you retire after twenty-two 
years of faithful leadership we feel that a well-earned rest 
is your due and we take great pleasure in presenting you 
with a slight expression of our esteem and appreciation, 
while we earnestly pray that the years to come may be kind 
to you in the gifts of health and happiness.” 


Then came the election of officers and Dr. Elizabeth B. 
Christiansen was elected president; second vice-president, 
Mrs. Arthur Skinner; correspondent to Church papers, Mrs. 
Lewis E. Stanton; treasurer, Miss Grace Osborn. 

Mrs. Abbot, before vacating the chair to the newly-elected 
president, said she stood ready at all times to assist in any 
possible way. 

Dr. Christiansen took the chair and appointed Mrs. W. R. 
Hill, the present recording secretary, as first vice-president 
and Mrs. H. MacMurray as recording secretary.

never was in theory—a diocesan institution. The Synod of 
the Province has recognized it as a provincial institution and 
now nominates three members of its board of trustees. But 
the Diocese in which the school stands must always feel a 
special pride in its work and a special responsibility for it. 
The school has made a good start in its new quarters. It has 
more students than during any period since the war. They 
are all men who have had college training. The affiliation 
with other theological schools has opened great opportuni- 
ties. But we are still handicapped by insufficient funds. We 
need a new unit of the buildings, for there is not room for 
all our students. We need endowment for at least one more 
professorship. We need it badly. 

This is not an appeal for funds but it is a reminder to the 
Diocese of the school’s need and written with the hope that 
some generous members of the Diocese may see an oppor- 
tunity to help the school and at the same time to commemo- 
rate the dean’s long service.

“Enter, Rest and Pray” 


(The following sketch was written by a University of Cali- 

fornia girl, now deceased, a member of St. Mark’s, Berkeley. 

Its origin lies in the sign of invitation and the open door of 
St. Mark’s Church.) 


Bruce Wright, bank teller, stepped out into the damp chill 
of a late autumn afternoon and without thought of direction 
hurried along the crowded streets. Gradually his nervous 
pace slackened. “It’s a safe chance. Ten thousand will turn 
the deal,” he muttered. “I can replace the money before the 
first. Old Harding took his chance—otherwise he wouldn’t be 
president now.” He thrust his hands deep into his pockets 
and stood still, mentally justifying his scheme. 

Then for the first time Bruce noticed his surroundings. 
The rush of big business had given way to shabby rows of 
second-hand stores, the city’s little business. On the corner 
where bz stood rose a gray stone church, as if making a last 
appeal for those who struggled so hopelessly. Wright turned 
to retrace his steps to the more comfortable quarters of the 
city but stopped abruptly. Striding toward him came Amos 
Harding. Bruce was in no mood to meet his kindly employer 
and helplessly looked about for some place of concealment. 

Suddenly a sign, swinging above the archway of the church 
door, caught and held his glance: “Enter, Rest and Pray.” 
Quickly he mounted the steps, crossed the titled vestibule, 
pressed open an inner door and then hesitated. Footsteps 
sounded behind him. Swiftly he recalled an odd story of 
Harding’s daily devotions and a little scornfully pushed 
open the door and passed down the aisle. 

He dropped into a seat and glanced about. The dull rose of 
the windows, reflecting the last slanting rays of the sun, cast 
a warm glow over the vacant pews, the statues, the tiled 
floor. Two candles on the altar formed faint spots of light in 
the dim chancel. Before the chancel rail a man, all grime 
from the day’s toil, knelt in silent prayer; a widow carefully 
crossed herself; a pretty, tired-looking girl slipped to her 


knees. Bruce noticed her shoulders rise and fall with the 
effect of smothered sobbing. He tried to free himself from 
the influence of their devotion. He turned to the chancel. 
Here and there a kneeling figure caught his glance. The 
slight sound of footsteps told him of others coming and 
going. He moved uneasily. 

A faint strain of music tremlbed in the stillness. It wove 
itself into the shadows of the vaulted ceiling; it mingled 
with the shafts of sunlight; it touched the flickering can- 
dles. Bruce Wright felt rather than heard it and resented its 
presence. Gradually the quivering, indistinct notes were 
loosed and pealed out their message in rich vibrant chords. 
Bruce struggled feebly to resist the pleading. Growing cres- 
cendoes, strong, sustained tones, commanded his attention. 
Then the organ’s voice dropped to a low, soothing caress. 

The man of toil passed down the aisle. The weariness of 
the day had fallen from him. The shoulders of the tired girl 
were still. The widow raised her head and Bruce knew that 
her faith made her see the joy of a life beyond. 

Again the music grew louder, the note of triumph sounded 
clear and decisive, held a moment, then softened into a 
lingering murmur, quivered on the air and passed into the 
memory. Bruce Wright sank to his knees, his head bowed 
low, his face laid in his trembling hands, his whole frame 
shaken with his sobbing. At length he rose, calm, at peace 
with his God—a man glorified. With firm step and head erect 
he stepped out into the autumn dusk and passed under the 
sign, swinging free, “Enter, Rest and Pray.”
